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HACKNEY’S young people received their GCSE results this 
month, and whilst I am sure that some will have been more 
pleased then others, I am also sure that once again we can 
celebrate their achievements and the real improvements 
being made, with Hackney's results improving for the sixth 
year running. 

It’s not just in our secondary schools where we can point to 
success; this year also saw great results from our 1 1 -year- 
olds, who received Hackney’s best ever results in Key Stage 
2 SATs. Particularly pleasing is the continued impressive 
improvement we are seeing in the achievement of boys, and 
the results in Maths, which showed the biggest improvement 
in mainland England. 

But the achievements of our young people aren’t just 
measured by exams. 

It can also be seen in those recognised at this year’s Youth

Crushing shame 
for untaxed 


cars 

CAR tax dodgers are 
being told to get legal or 
face having their motors 
crushed, cubed and 
recycled. 

It may look like a 
piece of modern art, 
but this is what 

happened to an untaxed Vauxhall 
Corsa. 

Sophisticated technology is being used to target tax 
evaders. In partnership with the police and DVLA, Hackney’s 
parking team uses automatic number plate recognition to 
identify vehicles that are untaxed. Last year, 884 untaxed 
vehicles were taken away and almost half were stripped of 
polluting materials and recycled. 

Residents are also being urged to contact the Council if they 
need an unwanted vehicle collected for free, or see an 
abandoned one. Almost 2,000 vehicles were investigated 
within 24 hours of being reported abandoned last year. 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet Member for Neighbourhoods, said: 
“If you don’t want your vehicle turned into recycled metal, 
make sure the tax is up to date. Or if you don’t want it, let us 
know and we’ll take it away for free.”

BOOKWORMS will soon have access to even more 
resources thanks to a series of improvements by Hackney’s 
Library Service. 

From September, the borough will be joining 1 0 others to 
form the London Libraries Consortium. This means Hackney 
library cards can be used to borrow books, CDs, DVDs, and 
use resources such as online directories, through the 
catalogues of Barking and Dagenham, Brent, Enfield, 
Hackney, Havering, Newham, Redbridge, Richmond, Tower 
Hamlets, Waltham Forest and Wandsworth. 

Users can also now sign up to get reminders and updates 
by e-mail, making it easier to avoid fines and reserve 
items. Later in the year, a new self-service system will also 
be introduced, allowing users to check books in and out 
themselves. 

The Library Service will offer coaching sessions on how to 
use the new systems and staff will be on hand to answer 
questions.

A HACKNEY housing scheme is set 
to benefit from 
£3.5million of 
Government 
funding to 
help older 
people live 
in their own 
homes for 
longer. 

Mount 
Pleasant 
Court, in 
Upper 

Clapton, will be knocked down and rebuilt with new self- 
contained flats for residents who need care and support 
services. 

The 20 existing flats are outdated and unsuitable for the 
new scheme, which will also provide an extra 42 new 
homes. 

The Government is investing £80million in 25 such sites 
across the country to allow people with long-term 
conditions to stay independent, instead of moving into a 
care home where couples cannot live together. 

Mount Pleasant Court is owned and managed by Newlon 
Housing Association, which applied for the Department of 
Health funding in partnership with the Council. 

Cllr Nargis Khan, Cabinet Member for Community Services, 
said: “This means more choice for residents about where 
and how they live in later life, as well as more 
independence, and I am delighted that Hackney is to 
benefit from this new service.”

Ihe wall of Janette 
Hynes’ Shacklewell 
office tells the story 
of a woman on a 
mission. 

Packed with photos of the 
occupational therapist 
meeting the likes of Princess 
Anne, Esther Rantzen and 
Camilla, Duchess of 
Cornwall, it shows just how 
determined she has been to 
raise the profile of a unique 
football league - Positive 
Mental Attitude (PMA). 

It now comprises 1 8 teams 
from across London, with 
players who all have, or are 
recovering from, mental 
health problems. 

Janette always had a 
passion for football, and a 
keen belief in fighting 
injustice. At 13, she started 
playing for Middlesborough 
FC Ladies. After gaining a 
BA in Art from Liverpool 
University, she began a 


career in animation, 
working for Steven 
Spielberg, and on such 
films as Space Jam and 
Fievel Goes West. 

A move to London 
rekindled Janette’s 
passion for football and 
she played for Fulham 
Ladies for seven years as 
one of the UK’s first 
professional female 
footballers. However, it was 
the illness and death of her 
father that inspired her to 
look at how the needs of 
patients could be met more 
creatively. 

Janette, who was 
employed as a personal 
trainer in her spare time, 
started to work with patients 
who were suffering from 
mental health problems, she 
said: “I realised you need to 
stimulate people with what 
they want, that way they 
gain confidence. There was 
no choice for many of these 
people and I wanted to 
create that choice.” 

After training as an 
occupational therapist, she 
started working for 



Hackney’s East London 
NHS Foundation Trust in 
2002. In the same year, 
Hackney FC was formed - 
the first football team made 
up entirely of people with 
mental heath problems. 

The PMA league was 
officially set up in 2005. 
More than 350 people have 


participated to date, with 
some of them managing 
teams and refereeing 
matches. 

And 75 per cent have since 
taken up employment or 
| education, with many acting 
as mentors for other people 
with similar conditions or 
undertaking outreach work 
in schools. 

Albert, captain of the 
Hackney FC reserve team 
and community volunteer, 
was hospitalised six times 
before joining the league. He 
said: “The team has helped 
me move away from

Janette’s dedication to the 
PMA has led to numerous 
awards including the 
Leadership for Improvement 
category in this year’s Health 
and Social Care Awards and 
next month she will be 
visiting Buckingham Palace 
to pick up her MBE from the 
Queen. 

This year saw the PMA 
recognised as a community 
interest company which will 
allow it to fundraise and 
develop even further. 

So, what’s next? Janette’s 
plans are ambitious. She 
would like to see mental 


health teams competing in 
the 2012 Paralympic Games 
and is campaigning to run 
an equivalent of the FA Cup 
where teams from similar 
leagues across the country 
can compete. 

She is forging strong links 
with the Hackney 
community, including a new 
scheme to get mental health 
service users involved with 
music which will be run out 
of studios in Stoke 
Newington. 

“I want to strengthen links 
within the community and 
break down the barriers that 
service users encounter,” she 
said. And what does she 
think of Hackney? “It’s is a 
great place, I love working 
here and it has a very 
positive feeling. I am allowed 
to be creative and it is the 
birthplace of the league.”

Q: I’ve heard the Council 
provides a pack to help 
reduce junk mail. How 
can I get hold of one? 

A: Hackney’s households 
receive a total of about 35 
million pieces of unwanted 
mail each year, so it’s great 
you want to help reduce this 
figure. 

The pack includes a no junk 
mail sticker to place on 
your door, a Royal Mail ‘opt 
out’ card to reduce 
unaddressed post, and 
details of how to register 
for a free Mail Preference Service, which removes your 
name from up to 95 per cent of direct mail lists.

COMEDIAN Angie Le Mar 
returned to her favourite theatre 
for the final part of a trilogy of 
plays she has written and stars 
in. 

Forty is a tragic-comic look at 
what it’s like to reach that 
milestone in a woman’s life and 
covers topics from biological 
clocks to bereavement. 

The play begins with Jennifer 
(Carol Moses) inviting her four 
school friends round to 
celebrate - for the first time in 
25 years! 

There are moving soliloquies 
from the host, now a top lawyer 
living in a posh house, and we 
realise why she has rounded up 
her old mates. Her father has 
died, and she is pregnant with a 
married man’s child; vulnerable, 


she wants to reconnect with her 
past. 

But they all have their moments 
of anguish. Carol (Odessa 
Altass) is trapped in a violent 
marriage; Mandy (Ellen 
O’Grady) failed at her dream 
career and is childless; Joyce 
(Catherine Hammond) is gay 
and turns discussions of race 
on the head by declaring her 
feelings of being an outsider; 
and Sandra (Angie Le Mar) who 
despite her lowly job in 
Sainsbury’s, is the most 
powerful character. 

The women quip and back- 
stab, laugh and reminisce and 
even manage to remember their 
old dance routine. The party 
turns into a sleepover, with 
music between scenes a 
version of the SATC theme, 
confirming this is a girls’ only 
zone. 

It is amusing and insightful, and 
makes you think about what it

I T has been a great 
summer for cycling 
enthusiasts with the 
first ever Tour de 
Hackney and Olympic 
cycling medals causing 
great excitement. 

The sport has a long and 
colourful history in the 
Hackney area, but has not 
always been seen in as 
positive a light as it is 
today. 

The Archives’ earliest 
documentation on 
Hackney’s cyclists is not a 
happy one. In April 1870, 
the residents of Hoxton 
Market wrote to the 
Shoreditch 

Vestry - the . WM 


local government at the 
time - demanding action in 
the Square, which had 
become a ‘racing ground 
for velocipedes’, where 
gambling thieves and 
robberies were rife. 

The unhappy petitioners 
described the disgraceful 
scenes and foul-language 
they were obliged to endure 
‘all Sunday long from early 
morn to late night, worse 
for riot than any fair could 
possibly be found even on a 
week day’. 

Despite this poor 
impression, two months 
later the Pickwick Bicycle 
Club first met in Downs 


Road. The society was one 
of many in the area, 
including the St 
Katherine’s, Excelsior, 
Elsdale and Stoke 
Newington clubs, but the 
Pickwick is the only one 
still in existence. 

The earliest surviving 
copies of Hackney Gazette 
held at the Archives, dating 
from the late 1860s, give 
vivid descriptions of grand 
meets and cross country 
scampers organised by the 
clubs. 

The popularity of cycling 
in the borough meant 
manufacturers, dealers, and 
repairers soon started 
appearing. A Stoke 
Newington street directory 
for 1893 lists three bike 
manufacturers in the area, 
and by 1914 there 
were two in Albion 
Road alone. 
Calverts of 
Kingsland Road 
was an early 
maker of 


motorbikes, though to 
modern eyes the examples 
in their 1903 catalogue 
look more like glorified 
push-bikes. 

The Brown Brothers 
catalogue for 1938 is a 
much grander affair, 
packed with descriptions of 
the many models, items and 
accessories that could be 
bought in their large store 
in Great Eastern Street. 

By the 1950s, the Invalid 
Tricycle Association was 
based at Rivaz Place in 
Homerton, and a number 
of their leaflets are held in 
the local studies library. 

Like the earlier machines 
made by Calverts these 
were motorised vehicles. 

But with a 20mph speed 
limit and a tiller for 
steering, they bore little 
resemblance to the sleek, 
high-performance racing 
bikes that will be seen 
whizzing around the Lee 
Valley velodrome in 2012.

Ingredients 

• 1 0Og unsalted butter 

• 1kg onions, finely sliced 

• 250g sweet shortcrust pastry 

• 284ml double cream 
•2 large eggs 

•5tbsp parmesan (or other well-flavoured 
hard cheese), grated 


Method 

• Preheat oven to 200°C. Melt butter in pan, 
add onions and cook on a low heat for up to 2 
hours, stirring occasionally. Leave to cool. 

• Roll out pastry and line buttered 28cm tart 
dish. Press into the sides, trim overlap and 
line with greaseproof paper and baking 
beans. Bake blind for 1 0 mins and remove, 
reducing the oven to 1 80°C. 

• Pour cream into bowl, beat in eggs and most 
of parmesan. Add onions, season and stir. 

• Pour into empty pastry case, sprinkle with 
remaining cheese and bake for 30 minutes 
until custard has set and top is and golden.
